First——For the repeal of declara- 
tions of war against y and 
Austria. 

Second—For retention of all en- 
emy property taken over during the 
war by the Alien Property Custodian 
until a settlement of claims by 
treaty between the United States 
and Germany. 

Third—For repeal of all war-time 
legislation. 

Fourth—For holding of all rights, 
privileges and advantages obtained 
by the United States under the 
Treaty of Versailles. — 

The chief point of difference be- 
tween the House resolution and the 
Senate resolution as reported by the 
Foreign Relations Committee was 
eliminated in the course of the de- 
bate in the Senate. It requested the 
President to open negotiations with 
Germany for the pu of re- 
establishing friendig relations and 
commercial intercourse. 

The closing hours of debate today 
were marked by a speech by Sen- 
ator. Harding of Ohio, one of the 
Republican candidates for the Presi- 
dential nomination, urging the adop- 
tion of the resolution as a means of 
ending the autocratic powers of the 
President.

Hard- 
ing of the Federal Reserve Board, 
made public yesterday, reiterated 
his plea for lewering of interest 
rates of the reserve banks as a 
means of helping to restore Liberty 
Bonds to par. 

“The Secretary of the Treasury.” 
wrote Senator Owen, “and every 
agency of the government, including 
the reserve banks and the member 
banks co-operated in .a strenuous 
Arive to induce the American people 
to buy Liberty Bonds. The people 
were told to buy the bonds until it 
hurt. They sold their property, they 
horrowed money, they mortgaged 
their homes to Wuy those bonds on 
the assurance of the Secretary of 
the Treasury thaf there was no bet- 
ter security, and they had a right — 
believe that these bonds would be 
maintained at par. 

“But, my dear Governor, if you 
Permit these high rates of interest, 
of which T have. justly complained, 
the inevitable consequence will be 
that these government bonds must 
xo still lower than they are now in- 
stead of reacting to par. .

make Liberty Bonds go still lower. 

“The claim of the New York 
Stock Exchange that these high and 
violently fluctuating interest rates 
on call loans are necessary for the 
purpose of preventing speculation is 
indefensible because it does not pre- 
vent specuiation. 

‘The professional operator im- 
mediately speculates on a bear mar- 
ket which tnevitably must follow 
these artificial high interest rates. 
The speculator can afford to pay 
hjzh interest’ rates, but legitimate 
Lusiness cannot. 

CURTAIL SPECULATION. 

“Moreover, the employment of 
bank credits for'speculation can be 
prevented by harmless methods: first. 
by the banks refusing new liquida- 
edv employed of hich interest rates 
poses; second, by requiring gradual 
liquidation of olf loans employed fn 
speculation: third, by raising the 
margin on speculative loans. 

“The remedes I suggest are harm- 
less to the general public. The rem- 
ead yemployed of, high interest rates 
on call loans running up to 30 per 
cent is destructive of “public con- 
fidence and threatens industrial de- 
pression.

IN MOTOR CAR FUEL. 


GASOLINE STANDARDS  RE- 
DUCED TO INCREASE AVAIL- 
ABLE SUPPLY. 


- Two further bits of evidence dur- 
ing-the past week showed that mo- 
torists age compelled to face a 


tor fuel they use. In Los Angeles 
the standards for gasoline were re- 
duced materially in order to increase 
the available gasoline supply, for, 
between a question of poorer gaso- 
line or no gasoline, motorists) must 
perforce accept the former; In 
Oregon, where the State law for 
some time has insisted upon gaso- 
line standards so high that Oregon 
motorista have been compelled to 
pay an extra price for their fuel, the 
restrictions have just been lowered. 

“The Los Angeles change has 
been to increase what is termed the 
‘end-point’ from 428 to 455 de- 
grees,” says Don Smith, general 
manager for the W. P. Herbert 
Company, Chandler distributors for 
Southern California. “It permits 
the addition of a greater proportion 
of heavier unite of the oil. Actually 
it adds more heat. units and there-. 
fore more power to the fuel, but 
makes it more difficult to vaporize, 
and to fire with a cold motor. Once 
the motor is warm, however, the 
motorist should notice no difference 
in performance. 

“While the ordinance will not be- 
come effective for some three weeks 
yet, it is doubtful if the average mo- 
torist will notice any change, for 
much of the gaosline sold today in 
Los Angeles, due to the. present 
shortage, is probably of the grade 
permitted by the new ordinance. 

“The dry-cleaning establishments 
are harder hit by the ordinance then 
are the motorists, for the less 
volatile gasoline ig much slower to 
evaporate. They will probably he 
forced to secure a special grade of 
gasoline for their own usage."

When the California 
Commercial secretaries recently 
met in Pasadena, they spent an entire eve- 
ning at the Community Playhouse, learning 
how this association operates, because it is 
coming to be realized more and more that 
a city does not thrive on business alone. 
Springing directly from the Pasadena 
model are community playhouse associa- 


tions now operating in Monrovia, Alhambra, 


Visalia and Eagle Rock. Similar units are 
being formed in San Diego, Santa Ana and 
Redlands—all in Southern California. Out- 
side the State, Pasadena’s advice has been 
sought by community players in Des Moines, 


lowa; Germantown, Pa.; Summit, N. J.; Mt. 


Clemens, Mich., and various other points. 
So numerous are the letters of inquiry for 
information, that the Pasadena association 
has compiled a booklet, giving all of the 
essential points of organization and opera- 
tion. These pointers are distributed to 
communities contemplating players’ units. 

The theater as an art rather than as a 
business—that is the view taken by the 
Pasadena Community Playhouse. In one of 
his late books, Sheldon Cheney has said 


_ that the real hope of the drama in America
